In religion, 62% of the people 
are Protestants, 36% Catholic, and 
1 % Jewish. 

The rapid growth of the empire 
has been since 1866, when in the 
Seven Weeks War, Prussia wrested 
from its rival Austria the suprem¬ 
acy of leadership. In the follow¬ 
ing year came the North German 
Confederation, with Prussia at the 
head. In 1870, through a vacancy 
on<the Spanish throne, there came 
the challenge of France, resulting 
j not merely in the defeat of the 
French, but .Baden, Bavaria and 
Wurtemburg in the south joined to 
form an Umpire of all German 
states. In the Palace of Versailles, 
Paris, before the siege was ended, 
King William of Prussia was de¬ 
clared German ICmperor. 

The Umpire at preseut consists 
of >26 . States and Divisions:—4 
Kingdoms, 5 Duchies, 6 Grand 
' Duchies, 7 Principalities, 3 Free 
Towns and the Imperial territory 
of Alsace Lorraine. 

Government is vested in the 
ICmperor, a Federal Council called 
the Bunderat, and the Reichstag or 
1 Imperial Diet. 

j the Bunderat consists of 58 
! members representing the govern-' 
I ments of the individual states,, 
| appointed each session. Of this 
! number Prussia has seventeen, the 
i other states 41 between them. 

In the Reichstag there are 397 
members, elected for five years, of 
j whom Prussia’s share of represen¬ 
tatives is 236. 

| In 1884, Germany acquired her 
! first colonies—Togoland, Cameroon 
and S. W. Afiica. These, with 
Fast Africa (in 1885) have an area 
of 600,000 square miles, and a 
population of twenty million. 

But S. W. Africa is the only 
part suitable for white settlers. In 
1897 Kaio Chow was leased from 
China for 99 years, and from 
Britain acquired the island of Heli¬ 
goland by exchange in 1890. 

Her other colonies are three 
groups of Islands in the Pacific 
purchased from Spain at close of ■ 
Spanish-American war in 1899. j 

,-With the Kiel Canal, Germany ! 
has made the little island of Heli¬ 
goland of the utmost military im¬ 
portance. The canal was begun 
in .J.887; it is 61 miles long, 36 feet 1 
deep, and over 200 feet wide. 

In 1897 a new naval program j 
was adopted covering twenty years' 
Later an effort was made to shorten 
the period by five years and com¬ 
plete the building by 1912. 

The immigration figures for Ger¬ 
many and Britain afford a contrast. 
Great Britain yearly sends forth 
from her shores 450,000 'while the 
immigration of**Germany, with a 
larger population, has recently 
been only 30,000. The contrast of 
the two people is that Germany’s! 
growth is intensive— that of Britain 
is diffusive, and her colonies be¬ 
come the mother of States and 
nations in every part of the world.

The country is four-fifths as 
large as the province of Alberta, 
but it has about one hundred and 
thirty-five times as many people, 
namely sixty-eight millions, and 
among the countries of Europe, it 
stands next to Russia. 

Fifty-four per cent, of the people 
live in cities or towns of over 2,000. 

91 % of the land is classified as 
productive, a great contrast to our 
young west, where Sir William 
Whyte asserted that we are culti¬ 
vating little more than the portion 
set apart for road allowances. 

Germany has about seven and 
one half million farms but two and 
one half million of these do not ex¬ 
ceed 2j) acres. As in Belgium, 
farmiug is intensive. 

In no other country of the world 
has manufacturing industry made 
such rapid strides within recent 
years. In the eight years follow¬ 
ing 1900, the deposits ol her work¬ 
ing men increased from two billion 
to seven. Her average of unem- 
employed is very small,— 2%. 

Germany leads in chemicals and 
steel; Britain being first in cotton, 
woollens, engines and shipbuilding. 

The public debt of Germany and 
the United States is *60 and *40 
per capita. 

Education is compulsory, school 
age being 6 to 14.

Better Feellnf In the Trade 

That the feeling In the trade is very 
much more assured than It was four 
weeks ago is the opinion of Mr. R. D. 
Falrbalrn, president of R. D. Fair- 
bairn Compapy, Limited, manufac- 
1 turers of ladies’ >quter garments and 
fancy dry goods. 

Mr. Falrbalrn believes tbe manu¬ 
facturers of Canada as a class have 
largely in their own hands the matter 
of whether there will be good busi¬ 
ness for Canadian factories. "Tbe 
business is there,” said Mr. Fairbaira, 
"If tbe manufacturers will only get 
after it. The depression In trade 
which was in force before the war 
has certainly not increased since tbe 
war began; and, on the whole, manu¬ 
facturers can be assured of good 
business, provided they do two things 
—advertise and push the selling de¬ 
partment to the limit.” 

Referring to his own business, Mr. 
Falrbalrn said he did not anticipate 
cutting down one hour of'labor or 
dismissing one employee or. roduclng 
wages as a result of tbe war. On the 
contrary, the present staff of upwards 
of 200 Is being slightly Increased. This 
continued aotivity is not due to any 
removal of competition, but to the 
continued \ demand throughout the 
country. 

"We are absolutely confident,” said 
Mr. Fairbairn, “that with the business 
to be done at home there is absolute¬ 
ly no excuse for any manufacturer 
of garments curtailing his output. 
People have to be clothed ;our farm¬ 
ers are getting big money for their 
produce; and the $450,000,000 repre¬ 
sented by our export (business for 
this year must be circulated. The 
general trade of the country must of 
necessity not only hold Its own, but 
advance.” 

A Brave Drummer Boy 

A drummer boy of 17 years, be¬ 
longing to the-Cheshire regiment, is 
among tbe wounded now in hospital in 
London. When seen by a reporter, 
he was swinging on a rocking horse 
whilst conversing with an artillery¬ 
man on shrapnel, maxims and dum¬ 
dums. 

“I went out at the beginning of the 
war," said the boy, “and was in the 
trenches at Mons. 

“I was sent for a box of ammuni¬ 
tion, and was carrying it on my 
shoulder, when a shrapnel splinter 
struck the box and knocked me down. 

“All our’ fellows thought 1 was dead, 
and one «r two came runing to me, 
but 1 got up all right and went back 
to tbe trenches. I had a pop. at ’em 
with a rifle,” he added gleefully. “Ever 
seen a shrapnel drop?" turning to the 
artilleryman. 

“Too many,” answered the soldier. 

‘‘One dropped by me,” said the 
drummer boy. “It stood up on end 
for a second or two, and I didn’t seem 
to realize It was a shell. Then it 
burst—tbe good Lord! It didn’t half 
kill some men. t 

“The aeroplanes dropped fireworks 
on us. They kept flying round and 
round high up until they had given 
the range,” went on the boy. 

“When I got back to the trenches 
I was on my own, so 1 left the box of 
ammunition there and covered it with 
brambles and broken rifles. I had to 
go across a space in front of maxim 
and rifle fire and Bhrapnel. I didn’t 
go; I stopped where I was, and then 
some more of ours came up. They 
asked me where my lot was. 

" ‘Wiped out nearly,’ I said. ‘I’ra 
going over there. 'You’ll be commit¬ 
ting suicide if you do,’ they said, so I 
stopped where I was. There was a 
few dropping round me, too. One 
bullet scorched my cheek, and I saw 
one man nelt me struck right be¬ 
tween the eyes and another was 
running blood. They put me with 
some commaDdered horses, and they 
stampeded. I got my knee injured 
and was trodden on. That’s why I’m 
here.” -+■ 

Italy and Great Britain

We are inundated with German let¬ 
ters, telegrams, newspapers, and pri¬ 
vate communications from famous 
German commercial houses, all assert¬ 
ing that Germany will win, and that 
Italy should keep neutral, toTlw.ni LJt>a 
winning side. 

We are not of that opinion. We can¬ 
not lose sight of England. Germany 
knows that England represents her 
great final danger, hence the bitter¬ 
ness with which she speaks of Eng¬ 
land In all the above communications. 
England Is not playing a game of 
bluff. She is not impotent by land, as 
Germany says, and may give Ger¬ 
many a mortal blow by sea. The war 
may possibly end In a Titantic duel 
between England and Germany In 
this case England will go through 
with the struggle calmly and grimly, 
smiling at difficulties and disregard¬ 
ing losses.—Le Uceolo, Milan. 


Germans Cutting Prices to Canadians 

The council of the Montreal board 
of trade has received from two prom¬ 
inent shipping and forwarding Anna 
In London, letters calling attention to 
the fact that! German shipping and 
forwarding houses are prosecuting a 
very energetic campaign in Canada 
and other Brlthni dominions with a 
view to securing business between 
Great Britain and the oversea domin¬ 
ions. The representations made, show 
that Gerfflkn "houses, who have their 
head offices In Berlin and branch of¬ 
fices at different ports In Great Brit¬ 
ain, are, through their agents in Can¬ 
ada, clrculaHzing business houses in 
Canada, offering to attend to the ship' 
ments which they make from Great 
Britain at a charge for shipping and 
Ipoking after the consignments very 
much below what is a reasonable and 
fair figure for such services. These 
German houses are offering to make 
contracts for a year or more with 
Canadian houses on these tow rates. 

The /Council, while believing that 
Canadians generally patriotic enough 
to refrain from giving their custom to 
German houses, fear that the cir¬ 
cumstance that the parties soliciting 
this business represent German 
houses is^not always made known and 
hence It Is desirable that enquiry 
should be made by o^l Canadian firms 
as to the nationality of firms repre¬ 
sented by parties soliciting their ship¬ 
ping and forwarding business. 

English Universities and the War 

English universities are bearing 
their share of the burden of war. a 
cavalry regiment composed of Oxford 
students is serving with the Allies, 
among them W. F. Dyde, M.A., of tha 
University ot Alberta, and 1912 
Rhodes scholar for Alberta. Oxford 
and other universities have provided 
officers from their officers’ training 
corps. 

But besides Sending representatives 
to tbe .front, they are putting their 
plants at the disposition of the gov¬ 
ernment. Many buildings in Oxford 
Lave been turned over to the Red 
Cross organization to be used as hos¬ 
pitals. A visit to Birmingham uni¬ 
versity in August revealed gates lock- 
ed, a aentry on duty and the Red 
Cross flag floating over the buildings. 

The university of Leeds Is carrying 
oh in its laboratories a series of ex¬ 
periments with aniline dyes with th* 
view tp bringing back tbe dye indus¬ 
try from Germany to England. It was 
an an Englishman, Sir W. H. Perkin, 
who. In 1858, first discovered mauve 
as a product of aniline oil but 
though the production of aniline dyea 
has increased enormously since then, 
the preparation of these for industrial 
purposes has been confined almost 
exclusively to Germany. With the 
closing of - German factories to the 
Brltish^it became necessary to find 
another source of- supply, and the uni¬ 
versity ot Leeds, under its faculty of 
technology, is working now to discover 
those trade secrets, the knowledge of 
which will make it posible to establish 
in England this Industry whose begin¬ 
nings are due to English inventive 
genius.

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Old French Glass 

Later reports from Eheims tenth to 
confirm Impressions (hat the principal 
damage to the cathedral which is 
fairly to be called the most serious 
la to the stained glass windows. It it 
universally recognized that the early 
French stained glass work is in a 
class by Itself, and, of course, this 
fragile material is easily destroyed by 
gunfire. 

The fittest glass in France, and con¬ 
sequently in the "world, is in the 
Chartres Cathedral; but the Khelms 
Cathedral glass is perhaps next to 
that of Chartres In value. The great 
rose window over the central or main 
entrance of the west front Is said to. 
be very badly damaged, but not en¬ 
tirely destroyed. We are not inform¬ 
ed definitely as to the amount of the 
damage to the windows af the nave 
and transepts'and clioir, but some re¬ 
ports speak of the floor being Jitter- 
; ed with crushed and shattered bits of 
glass several indies deep, from which 
the inference would be that many of 
these old masterpieces are utterly 
mined. The earliest of these date 
from the thirteenth century. • 

There is a quality of color in the 
old French glass work which has 
, never been equalled by subsequent 
glass workers. Glass windows at that 
period were not painted, the entire 
color efTect being'derived from the 
material Itself. The oldest known 
glass in France Ib at Chartres, Le 
Mans, Boutges, Hhelms, Auxerre and 
in the Salnte Chappelle of Paris. 

The beauty and charm of mediaeval 
glass lies to a great extent in the char¬ 
acter of the material itself, and es¬ 
pecially in the inequality of It. Chemi¬ 
cally impure and mechanically imper¬ 
fect, tl was seldom crude in tint or 
texture. It shaded off from light to 
dark, according to its thickness; it 
was speckled with air bubbles; it wa 3 
streaked and clouaed and all these 
imperfections of manufacture went to 
perfection of color. And age has im¬ 
proved it. The iack of uniformity in 
the material has led to disintegra¬ 
tion of its surface. Soft particles in it 
have been dissolved by the attlon of 
the gases in the atmopshere, and the 
surface, pitted like an oyster Bhell, 
refracts the light in a way which adds 
greatly to the efTect. So that an ap¬ 
preciable part of the beauty of old 
glass is the fortuitous result of its 
age. This is oue reason why no mod¬ 
ern glass can be compared with it. 
It does not require a very expert eye 
to distinguish at a glance between the 
modern glass in a cathedral and the 
ancient, and the superiority of the 
older work stands out in almost eevry 
case with unmistakable emphaiss.— 
Boston Transcript. • ■ 


Clays Laboratory 

The clays laboratory which is now 1 
being equipped under the department 
of geology at -the University of Alber¬ 
ta,'; will be used not only for teaching 
purposes, but also for the physical 
testing of clays, one of the chief nat¬ 
ural products of the province. The 
samples sent to the laboratory will ba 
tested to discover the exact type of 
article which can best be manufactur¬ 
ed from them, whether common brick. 
Are brick, tile, sewer pipe, porcelain 
Ware, earthenware or china. Until -'e 
cently most of the clays found in Al¬ 
berta have been tested in the ea*t 
The presence, in the centre of the pro¬ 
vince. of a fully equipped laboratory 
of this kind, should greatly help to 
.jl-svelpp an industry, the mat¬ 
erials for which lie so ready to 
hand. The Geological survey have be 
gun an examination of the clays found 
in the weBteru provinces and it is in¬ 
tended that the laboratories will make 
a more systematic study of'the clay 
resources within the province. 


German and British Cruisers 
Now that the Heligoland fight has 
seen British and German cruisers ex¬ 
changing broadsides, naval journals 
are discussing the relative merits of 
th,o two national types. For years 
Germany has been building what the 
German admiral staff terms “small 
crjuisers." These vessels-can be dis¬ 
tinguished by their bearing the names 
of towns—Leipslc, Karlsruhe, Kmden, 
Mktdgeburg, etc.- and are all of small 
of moderate stse, great speed and 
light armament. British cruisers are 
not standardized in. the same way; 
but of late years the admiralty has 
been building a number of very fast 
ships, some larger, some smaller, than 
the German “small cruiser,” but all 
n\ore heavily armed. The German 
ships are all armed with the 4.1 Inch 
gun. a weapon which tires a 35-pound 
shell, and probably can be discharged 
with great rapidity. The British 4- 
inch gun is a lighter weapon; the earl¬ 
ier "marks” (Ire a 25-pounds shell, *nd 
the projectile from the later patterns 
weighs 31 pounds. The British cruis¬ 
ers, however, usually mount 6 -ln.;h 
guns as well as the 4-inch weapons, 
and the ti-lneh 'shell welgns 100 
pounds. 
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Fisherman’s Heroism 

A very tine aYt" by the captain of a 
Ashing steamer relieved the horr-ur 
of one of the mine disasters caused 
by the German navy's warfare against 
non-combatants and neutrals. The 
steamer Run, belonging to the Wilson 
line, was on a voyage from Hull to 
Archangel, with some 230 passengers, 
ehlefly Russians, though some were 
Americans. On the day Bhe left port 
she struck a mine and sank, with 
some loss of life. Three steam trawl¬ 
ers, the Silauion, Prince Victor ami 
Straton, steamed up and rescued a 
larger number of those who were 
struggling in the water. 

As Skipper Wicks, of the Strulsa^- 
was driving in among the wreckage, 
the lookout man forward sighted two 
mines ahead. “Look out, skipper, two 
miues ahead,” lie ended. “Can’t help 
it,” shouted the skipper back, “It's 
risking lives to save lives. And he 
hazarded h|s ship to get alongside nu 
overturned boat to which a dozen men 
and women were clinging. Even us 
they reached it a woman with an in¬ 
fant in her arms released her hold 
and fell back into the water, but the 
chief engineer, James Rannard, fully 
clad, dived overboard, caught the wo¬ 
man, and swimming on his back, sup¬ 
ported her und the .child until the 
crew could pass a lipejind pull them 
to safety., The work of fescue went on 
at a feverish rate,,-for more than two 
hundred people were saved before the 
Kuno, which all along had been, as a 
seaman put it, standing on her head, 
gave a lurch and disappeared. 


Tribute be German Doctors 

In the course of a letter dated Sep¬ 
tember 16, an EngTTsh lady resident 
at Ostend writes: 

"Tonight some stray men from the 
Duke of Wellington'^ regiment who 
were at Mons, anw got cut off, came 
in here, and we had a long talk with 
thorn. Some of them were In the 
Dorset regiment, and the others in the 
Duke of Wellington’s, and in the 
territorial battalion of that regi- 

r ent. - happens to be lieutenant, 

so it made quite a meeting. We 
spotted their accent at once. 

'They have been stripped of their 
rifles, etc., by the Germans, who then 
let them go. One • of the men says 
the Germans have orders to treat the 
English wounded with tenderness, so 
the German doctors -have done a 
great deal for our wounded/ These 
men say that after Mons all our 
wounded would have died but tor the 
German doctors. 

"A Belgian lieutenunt came into- 
this restaurant for lunch who has 
been ttyough seventeen engagements 
and still is not wounded.” 

A letter has been received from 
Captain J. B. George, of the Royal 
Irish regiment, who was reported as 
missing and badly wounded, stating 
that lie is In a Red Cross hospital at 
Mons. He adds: 

“1 had bad luck. I was knocked out 
in the first half hour. I was two days 
in a German hospital. They could 
cot have treated me better had I been 
the crown prince, from the lowest 
orderly to the Beuior medical officer. 

I hope you will tell this to anyone who 
is running down the Germans.”

How Von Buelow Fell 

Oue of the special correspondents 
at Ostend lias learned the exact cir¬ 
cumstances'surrounding the death of 
General von Buelow at the battle of 
Haelen. 

At this buttle a lad of 18, stand¬ 
ing alone in a mass of dead, saw 
about 800 yards dlBtunt an officer 
studying a map. The youngster 
crawled quickly amongst the corpses 
of his comrades until he was within 
400 yards of the officer. Then he took 
careful aim and fired. The officer 
fell dead. Rushing up to the body 
the Belgian discovered to his sur¬ 
prise that it was that of General von 
Buelow. 

Taking off the General’s boots and 
donning his uniform he managed to 
pass through the German .lines. As 
he approached the Belgian army he 
discarded the German helmet and put. 
on his own cap in fear that he might 
be shot. 

Subsequent examination of von 
Buelow's garment led to German 
notes to The value of 135,000 francs 
being found in the vest pocket, and 
this money King Albert has turned 
over to the Red Cross organization. 
In his jacket was a secret pocket 
containing memoranda full of inter¬ 
esting details about the battlefield 
and the future intentions of the Ger¬ 
mans. 

On hearing of .the lad's brave deed 
King Albert, after presenting him 
with the dead general's horse and 
pocketbook, gave him on the spot 
the Order of the Knight of Leopold.

C.P.R. EMPLOY MANY LABORERS 


British Subjects Given Preference, 
Then the Allies, French and 

Russians 

Mr. O'. 11. Baillie, the emploment 
agent of the C.P.R., at Montreal, Btatcs 
that he is busy forwarding groups of 
laborers to the various points along 
the C.P.R., where they are needed 
most. Many requests have come .o 
him, for While, in all. the districts 
there is a certain amount of unemploy¬ 
ment, the Idle material is not suffic¬ 
ient to meet the new demand, created 
by the decision of the C.P.R. executive 
to put on 6,000 men to give work at a 
time when work is so much desired 
by many deserving men, who have 
been thrown out of regular employ¬ 
ment. Over 1..000 men have been 
taken on locally to work at til's ter¬ 
minals; others are employed as they 
are wanted at a distance. 

Mr. Baillie stated to the Gazette 
that the order was a god send to the 
idle men in the city of whom there 
were so many. "Of course, we do our 
best to sift them out a bit,” said Mr. 
Baillie. “We give the preference to 
British subjects; after that, the Al¬ 
lies, Russians and Belgians; but no 
Germans or Austrians. The men are 
grateful for the chance. There are 
many fellows down on their luck who 
have been accustomed to different 
conditions, and duties, yet these are 
only too williug to take the job that 
offers. / 

"Of course, the C.P.R* lias a lot 
of laboring work to do in any case, 
and it came in handy that the order 
should be given at such a time. It 
ought to make other corporations 
willing to find employment for men 
to do work—work which might not be 
absolutely necessary, and yet which 
would be of value, if not now, later 
on. The example of the C.P.R. is 
encouraging in this regard.” 


“Dum-Dum” Bullets 
The origin of 'the name of these 
hateful tools of warfare, is to be 
sougiit in India. They were first made 
at the arsenal in Dum-Dum, a town 
and military station about four miles 
northeast of Calcutta. Their pecu¬ 
liarity is that- the leaden cones of 
Lteel or nickle clad bullets Is exposed 
at the point so that they spread out 
on striking, making a large, jagged 
dangerous wound. In actual practice 
any military bullet may be made into 
a dum-dum by nicking the covering 
slightly at the apex, so that the heav¬ 
ier leaden interior may burst its 
sheath at the moment of impact. Both 
tlie French and British authorities 
have given a prompt denial to the 
Kaiser’s statement that their troops 
used these dum-dum bullets in the 
present war. Tha use of these bullets 
was condemned at the Hague con¬ 
ference, though some nations refused 
to agree to discontinue their use.

Flogging in the German Navy 

In the month of August the German 
cruiser Magdeburg ran ashore Hn the 
Baltic und fell into tiie hands of the 
Russians. When her' new owners 
searched her a singular discovery was 
made. It Is thus described in a dis¬ 
patch from Petrograd, dated Sept. 3, 
appearing in the London Morning 
Post: 

"Considerable sensation lias been 
created here by discoveries made ou 
board the German cruiser Magdeburg, 
that was blown up after going ashore 
at the entrance of the Finnish Gulf. 
Among the articles lying on the decks 
on the after-part, where boats were 
lowered for the .majority of the crew 
to escape on the accompanying; de¬ 
stroyers, were several specimens of 
the old ‘cat of nine tails.’ When the 
Russian authorities Went through the 
ship they found one of these instru¬ 
ments in every officer’s cabin, and all 
bore signs of long, and, in some cases, 
of hard usage. 

"These curious attributes of naval 
rank are all alike in having a handle 
eight inches long, with a loop for the 
wrist. From the other end depend 
nine leather thongs of formidable ap¬ 
pearance, nearly ns thick ue the little 
finger, and twelve inches long. In 
each ease the officer’s name was in¬ 
scribed on the handle. These 'cats’ 
were handed round for press inspec¬ 
tion last nlglit at the Navul General 
Staff headquarters. Those left lying 
on deck ahd apparently played their 
habitual part in speeding up the Ger- 
man ‘Jackies' during the nervous op¬ 
eration of lowering the boats to es¬ 
cape from the cruiser lying comfort¬ 
able aground. It is considered her* 
that the little instruments tell a most 
interesting and significant story of 
the procedure on ooard the ships of 
the Royal German Navy, and provid* 
yet another illustration of the sys¬ 
tematic savagery of that Germanism 
dating from 1870, which has replao- 
ed the good old culture of an earlier 
and better Germany. 

“The public are also to have an op¬ 
portunity of inspecting these latest- 
diRcovered instruments of Prussian 
culture.”

When more 
applications are in a committee will 
proceed with the apportioning. 

It is the Intention of the provincial 
department of agriculture to give 
prizes as inducements to '.hos; who 
take advant&ge of the scheme. The 
committee will also give prizes to 
those making the best showing as 
cultivators of the land.

It 
is true that some question baa 
arisen in the writer’s mind as to 
the correct interpretation of this 
Act but af er careful consideration 
we have come to an opposite con- 
oluaiou from that reached by Mr. 
Clark. He, in his letter, states 
that this does not limit its use to 
the transferor'. Io our opinion 
.it does as if the Legislators had 
otherwise in'end d it was quite 
unnecessary to insert the words 
”by the transferor.” It would 
have been finite sufficient to have 
stated "bona fide uwd for agricul¬ 
tural purprs s.” The conclusion 
therefore that we reach is that 
where land is rooted it will uot be 
exempt from the tax by reason of 
the faot that the transferor has 
only the 640 acres or by reason of 
the fact that it is under cultiva¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Clark deals with sub section 
l of section 4 and slates that it 
applies - only to transactions en¬ 
tered in'to before the passing of 
the Aot and that therefore the 
necessity for the valuation arose 
only in cases where land is held 
under an Agreement for Sale.

The Cbioago union slock yards, 
the. largest oattle market in the 
world has been closed down for ten 
days, from November 6th to Nov¬ 
ember 16th, on aoccuot of the 
prevaleocn of f >ot and mouth 
disease among cattle. 

The decision to close was arrived 
at after the members of tbe state 
board of live stock commissioners 
and the leading stock dealers and 
packers had been in conference, 
and after consultation with Gov¬ 
ernor Dunn. 

It is anticipated that at tbe eud 
of ten days the yards will be free 
from the contagion. Tbe process 
to be followed io attaining this 
end will necessitate the destruction 
of infeoted cattle, disinfection of 
the pens and the killing of all rats. 

Tbe result of the suspension of 
business will mean the stopping of 
the shipping of cattle, sheep aud 
hogs to the Chioago market, which 
roughly, umouots to about one 
hundred thousand head of stock 
daily, this item alone, apsrt from 
tbe meat packing industry, 
amounts to a daily business of 
$1,200,000 aud it effects about 
35,000 paokers.

Open Letter Warn* Germany Against 
Exporting Too Much Credulity 
In the World 

The leading Amsterdam weekly 
paper, the Weekblad, Voor Nederland, 
publishes in the form of “an open let-, 
ter to our German friends” a scathing 
reply to the constant communications 
which, it says, reach Holland from 
Germany to explain that Germany has 
"a clean conscience.” The Amster¬ 
dam journal remarks that' German 
reasoning is less effective than Uer¬ 
man guns, and that, although it is al¬ 
ways painful to disillusion people who 
are in a -state of madness, it is neces- 
'sary to make certaiu things plain. 
The letter proceeds: 

"1 should like to consider for a mo¬ 
ment these relations between Ger¬ 
many and Belgium. Strange to say, 
the fact is that what the Germans 
account to the Dutch for a virtue they 
regard as a crime on the part of the 
Belgians—the maintenance of neutral¬ 
ity. And yet the' Belgians are just as 
good as we. They wanted to be neut¬ 
ral, and defend themselves with all 
their strength against an attack updji 
their neutrality—as is their duty, qn d 
as we, too, should still do. 

‘‘Moreover, as the Germans perfect¬ 
ly well know, the defence of neutral¬ 
ity Is not an act of war. At any rate, 
that Is the teaching of international 
law, about which there is much zeal 
In Germany as well us elsewhere. The 
delgtanB wanted. In fact, to be left in 
peace—just like the Dutch. Now that 
was too detrimental to German war 
interests. ‘We J:now,’ said the Ger¬ 
man chancellor, 'that we are doing 
wrong, but we cannot help it. If Bel¬ 
gium permits us this, we shall make it 
up afterwards in the most friendly 
way possible.’ 

“Heally! The German imperial 
chancelor and the German people 
were surely not so simple as to sup¬ 
pose that us spon as the^Ierm. n gen¬ 
eral staff had said the word ‘must’ the 
matter was for Belgium finished and 
done with. Belgium had another 
neighbor in the south, and it Belgium 
had granted Germany the right of 
entry, France would have had the 
right to regard it as a casus belli. It 
must be one thing or the other. A 
people preserves its neutrality on ail 
sides or preserves it not at all. 
* * * Belgium was compelled to 

reject it with force. And yet Ger¬ 
many complains! 

“Ask your professors of internation¬ 
al law what Germany put_her signa¬ 
ture to at the second Hague peace 
conference. Think for, a moment of 
all that you people in. Germany felt, 
and said, and wrote at the time of 
the Boer war. Think of that, putting 
Belgium iu tile place of the Transvaal 
and Germany in the place of England. 
Or read your Wilhelm Tell again, and 
imagine Switzerland as Belgium.” 

The letter goes on to remind the 
Germans of‘the provocation offered to 
the Belgian people, especially when 
they saw Germans who had for years 
lived in Belgium now acting as Ger¬ 
man spies. It is observed that what¬ 
ever "offences against international 
law” Belgian peasants may have com¬ 
mitted, the very presence ot‘ the Ger¬ 
man army in the country was, as the 
imperial chancellor himself admitted, 
an offence against International law. 
It waR not enough, however, that the 
Belgians should pay once for this 
wrong. The Germans made them pay

He wrltec: ‘‘A 
most masterly precis of the ordinary 
military education is made at Headley 
camp, and very particularly have ex¬ 
treme possibilities been overlooked 
and practical certainlties remember¬ 
ed. In one very important particular 
a Kitchener subaltern has an advan¬ 
tage over the Sandhurst cadet. The 
former knows only too well that what 
he Is being taught he Is sure to r eed. 
He begins a little after six In the 
morning, and his start of the day is 
eminently practical. He hustler Into 
garments of sorts and does extension 
exercises; after that he tubs in the 
open, dresses, and has Ills breakfast. 
Tiicn follows drill—parade after par¬ 
ade, with short breaks to rest mind as 
well ns body. The progress which 
ht s been made already is extraordin¬ 
ary I cannot insist too strongly up¬ 
on the supreme practicability of the 
teaching given these young officers. 
In the short, sharp course of instruc¬ 
tion which they are undergoing those 
responsible for the administration of 
the scheme, have avoided both the 
Scylia of cramming and the Cliarybdis 
of what the immortal Mulvaney con¬ 
temptuously called “theourisin.’ Short 
lectures are sandwiched in between 
the drill periods, and at half-past four 
cone's tea. Subsequently there is the 
necessary private stujly. Private study 
at Headley cam? does not mean the 
mechanical pouring over long-winded 
military treaties. Today we have the 
Field Service Pocket Book, and the 
young man who has a practical knowl¬ 
edge of that most admirable epitome 
of all military duty is, ipso facto, a 
practical soldier. Considering the sud¬ 
denness with which the new army was 
called into being, we may rank the 
training of these young officers as a 
military feat.”

German Shell Fire 

j'lie character of the German shell 
fire is described by Private S. Taylor, 
of the 2nd Worcestershire Regiment, 
who was wounded by shyapnel during 
the fighting at Mons. and has now re¬ 
turned to his home at Rowley Regis. 

Upon reaching Mons, he says, they 
received the order to sit down to din¬ 
ner, but before the meal could be 
served shells began to fall among 
them like hailstones. They were then 
told to line the trenches.' The Ger¬ 
man shell firing was deadly, and the 
regiment was cut up, while the King’s 
Own Scottish Borderers, who were on 
the left began the engagement 1,700 
strong and ended with about 250. As 
to the shooting of the German infan¬ 
try Taylor said tney could not hit a 
haystack in an entry. Not more than 
one bullet in every hundred found its 
mark. The British soldiers had the 
better of the fight until their ratfks 
were thinned. 

Taylor was taken to a church which 
had been transformed into a hospital, 
but the building was shelled to such 
an extent by the Germans thffl the 
wounded had to be removed.

Rain Follows Big Battles 

The -Explanation of the Shower, it 
Comparatively simple 
, Torrents of rain often follow a big 
battle. 

History contains Innumerable in- 
stafices, both on land and sea, and rn 
more than one occasion Uie storm or 
6howers that followed an engagement 
had no small influence upon the life 
of nutions. 0 

We can hardly have' a better ex¬ 
ample than that recorded ln 1588, 
when England was threatened by the 
Spanish Armanda, After the encount¬ 
er with our own fleet it was struck 
by a heavy storm, which completed 
the work ot our own gallant seamen. 

The soldiers who fought so bravely 
under the leadership of Marlborough 
at Blenheim In the yoar 1704 had to 
suffer the misery of successive down¬ 
pours after their brilliant victory. 

Marlborough was anxious to follow 
up his victory wlthoutdelay, but his 
men were so worn-htf'tffte fatigue of 
the battle and the discomforts caused 
by heavy rains that he -as unable 
to push on for several days. 

On June 16, 1815, the British de¬ 
feated the French at Quatre Bras, and 
defeated Napoleon worsted the wily 
Blucher at Ligny, both within measur¬ 
able distance of Waterloo. The heavy 
ralrih which followed these engage¬ 
ment made the clayey soil almost 
impossible for cavalry manoeuvres at 
Waterloo (fought on June 18), and so 
crippled the tactics of Napoleon and 
greatly assisted those of the Duke of 
Wellington. The victory would have 
been gained in any case, but ex¬ 
perts are of the opinion Jliat the rain 
was an ally of some valdk. 

During the early weeks of the siege 
of Sebastopol, In 1854, the roar of 
cannon and explosion of bombs- was 
followed, day by day, by heavy down¬ 
pours of rain, until our men stood in 
the trenches knee-deep in mud. This 
lias also been the case ill the present 
war. 

A terrible gale broke over the 
I Black Sea and caused great disaster 
to our transports, and on the heels of 
this tempest came a heavy, steady 
downfall of rain that brought death 
to hundreds of our gallant fellows. 

In yet another instance tlie heavy 
cannonading of a siege brought in its 
train a^disturbance of the elements. 
This was just prior to the fall of 
Plevna, in 1877, when the moisture 
of the clouds wa: turned to snow as 
it fell, and, by Increasing the suffer¬ 
ing of the besieged, helped to make 
Osman come to the determination to 
try a last chance for freedom. 

The explanation of the rain is com¬ 
paratively simple, and haR been made 
I use of to a certain extent for the bene¬ 
fit of agriculture in various parts of 
the world. 

The atmosphere is laden with mois¬ 
ture, a concussion caused by loud re- 
[ ports or noises wil loften burst the 
clouds,'with the natural result that 
the drops of water fall to the earth. 

This has been tested when farmers 
have been groaning over the drought 
and scientists have, so it has been re¬ 
ported, induced some rain to fall by 
causing cannon to be discharged at 
altitudes varying with the locality. 

Austria—A Dynasty 

.Austria is not a nation. She is a 
dynasty. The House ot Hapsburg* 
rules over peoples who constantly en¬ 
deavor to separate. The foreign pol¬ 
icy of that house is based on the de¬ 
sire to hold its dominions together. 
Hungary has been troublesome lately. 
The new Slav province of Hosnla- 
Herzegowlna lias required much re¬ 
pression. Servia has grown strong 
and dreamed of leading tne non-Rus¬ 
sian Slavs. The Hapsburg dynasty 
need4*l for its own comfort to re¬ 
duce Servia. There are always plots 
and counterplots on botli sides. The 
Austrian government knew well 
ahead of the plot to assassinate King 
Alexander and Queen Draga in 1903. 
It took a cynical attitude toward the 
murder until the world’s outcry led 
it to express belated horror. When 
Servia completed a tariff union with 
Bulgaria in 1905. Austria began a tar¬ 
iff war on Servia. In 1906 in an ef¬ 
fort to prove a Servian plot against 
her, Austria relied on documents that 
were forged. The murder of the heir 
presumptive a few weeks ago gave 
Austria her next chance, and she took 
it. 

War Brought Prosperity to Cuba 

“The European war," says a tra¬ 
veller recently arrived from that 
island, "has put money in the pockets 
of the Cubans, and they are good 
’spenders.’ North American goods, 
liked by the Cubans, will find a bet¬ 
ter market there today than at any 
time since the founding of the Re¬ 
public.

The Portuguese Army 

Portugal has a standing army of 
30,000. a first reserve of 90,000 and a 
second reserve of 140,000, known as 
territorials. All males between 17 
an'd 45 years of age are liable to be 
called out. 

The Portuguese navy is negligible, 
the most recent vessel being built 
nine years ago. The largest of the 
cruisers is of 4,100 tonnage only, and 
the remainder of the fleet Is made up 
of two small gun vessels and a so- 
called battleship built in 1878, with a 
tonnage of 2.9J2.

France’s Emergency Capital 

Bordeaux, whicn lias suddenly risen i 
to the position of the first city of the j 
French republic, greatly resembles I 
Versailles the beautiful. 

One might say that the same spirit 
presided over its construction. Its 
builders planned It on a large scale 
and, as In the case of Versa Hies, to 
outbid Paris. This is the impression j 
given to the visitor to Bordeaux when ! 
he sees its spacious streets. Us im¬ 
mense squares, its enormous build¬ 
ings and monuments. 

Nevertheless, the ensemble is pleas e 
ing, for there are plenty of trees and 
plenty of gardens, which lend a coun¬ 
trified air and a p/etty tinge of gre-.-a | 
to the city with its gigantic stone 
buildings. In temyerament the Bor-j 
delais are very like the Southerners, 
more particularly the people of Mar- 1 
seilles. 

They are a poeket-editio^ of Tar-' 
tarin de Tarascon, Alphonse Daudet’s, 
braggart hero of Southern Franc j 
L ike their brothers of Marseilles they 
must always be on the move, and, 
above all, must be continually boast-; 
ing of their prowess. 

Historically speaking, Bordeaux, .s: 
a very ancient town, the origin of 
which is unknown. It made its ap¬ 
pearance suddenly under the Romans, | 
about 200 A.D., and was then already ' 
a large town. 

' The Romans completely demolish- j 
ed it and reconstructed it in its act-' 
ual proportions about 400 a.D. Bor-: 
ileaux was several times under Eng-' 
lisli domination, and traoes of its' 
occupation are still to be found in a 
kind of colony which lies quite close 
to the city. This colony, which pro-! 
duces an excellent wine which Is very; 
well knowD. is still called "La Colonie 
Anglatse.” i 

Bordeaux surrendered to England 
for the last time in 1814, when Louis I 
XVIII. was proclaimed King there. I 

Once before, during the Franco- j 
German war of 1870-71, the French 
government was transferred to Bor-i 
deaux, where it remained until the! 
definite signature of peace. 

The new capital is about 350.miles; 
from Paris, and is almost too large' 
for its 300,000 inhabitants. It has! 
room for twic^ or even three times as I 
many people without in !the least In ' 
conVenlenclng the population. 

Bordeaux is the country of (lie old I 
wines of France. The grateful warmth 
of the old brands of Bordeaux may 4 
be said to dwell in the blood of the 
inhabitants, who seem ever striving 
to fill with life and movemcn* (heir 
immense city without, however, com- ] 
pletely succeeding. 

Bordeaux seems specially fitted to J 
cope with the present situation, and 
is proud of the honor of boiirfc chosen 
as chief city of France.

Thrilling Heroism 

How/ the Royal Engineers Blew up a 
Bridge Crossing the Aisne 

Gaston Bossier, private in the Oth 
Cuirassiers, known in civil life as Dar- 
ino, lyrical artist of the Comedte Fran- 
caise, and favorite of tlie Parisian 
ladles, tells the following story, which, 
for splendid heroism, seems to afford 
a parallel to the blowing up of tha 
Delhi gate during the Indian Mutiny. 
Bossier is lying wounded in Norman¬ 
dy; a -piece of shrapnel shell carried 
away a portion of his leg and he can 
hardlv walk. When he tells his story, 
he tries to get up and Illustrate it by 
gestures, and be generally falls back 
on bis bed with a groan. 

"We were together,” he says, "tha 
Cruirassiers of France and the Royal 
Engineers of Great Britain; and wa 
had retreated across the Aisne at Sols- 
sons. The Germans were advancing 
rapidly, and were trying to rush tlielr 
masses across the bridge after us. Tha 
bridge had to be blown up. German 
sharpshooters were firing at us from 
a clump of trees, and their mitrail¬ 
leuses were working havoc among the 
Allies. The whole place was an infer¬ 
no of mitrailleuse and rifle fire. Into 
this ‘gato of lioll’ your Royal Engin¬ 
eers suddenly went. A party of them 
dashed towards the bridge and, al¬ 
though losing heavily, managed to lay 
a charge sufficient to destroy It, but 
before they could light the fuse they 
were all killed. 

“Then we waited. Another body of 
these brave fellows had crept near tha 
bridge and had taken cover, but the 
German sharpshooters had somehow 
got their range, und were pouring In 
a deadly fire upon them. In the next 
few minutes we Frenchmen saw some¬ 
thing which we shall re member lo our 
dying day. One of tjic Engineers 
made a rush, alone, towards the fuse. 
He was killed before he got half way, 
but immediately he was down Brother 
man dashed up and ran on until he. 
ton. fell dead, almost over Die body 
of his comrade. 

"A third, a fourth, a fifth attempted 
to run the gauntlet of Jfcc German 
rifle fire, ami nil of them met their 
deaths in the same way Others dash¬ 
ed out after them, one by one, until 
the death roll numbered eleven. Then, 
for an Instant, the German rirto fire 
slackened, and in that Instant the 
bridge was blown up, for the twelfth 
man. racing across the space where 
the dead bodies of his comrades lay. 
lit the fuse and set the bridge up 
with a roar us a German rl"ema* 
brought him down irtad."
